the night. This is a shifting haze sotne- 
tlmes visible when the moon Is absent 
Prof. E. E. Barnard of the University 
of Chicago finds that It differs from 
ordinary auroral 
phenomena in ap­ 
pearance In all parts of the sky, and 
that It is not probably any form of cir­ 
rus or cirro-stratus cloud. 
It seems to 
be more or less self-luminous, the 
source of its light being unknown. 
It 
may he quite noticeable as a streaky 
luminous haze, sometimes appears in 
broad sheets, and seems sometimes to 
be absent for several years, though at 
other times there Is a great deal of it.
